EXPLOSIVE IS AS 
SAFE AS SAWDUST 


Chicago Inventor Has Pow­ 
er that Is Impervious to 
Friction or Heat of 
Fire 


CHICAGO, Ju n e 3.— A new explo­ 
sive as harm less as saw dust when ex­ 
posed to friction or fire, but twice as 
pow erful as dynam ite was given a 
th orough test by John E. E rickson, 
city engineer of Chicago, and o th er 
m em bers of 
an official com m ittee 
un d er the direction of F. M. M ar­ 
shall, th e inventor. Notwithstanding 
Mr, 
M arshall’s assurance th a t 
the 
nine pounds 
of 
am orite was quite 
safe for him to carry under his arm 
as 'vail paper, the com m ittee fol­ 
lowed him a t a safe distance on the 
way to the testing ground. B ut he, 
however, w ent up and down ladders 
and over rocks quite unconcernedly 
and vindicated 
his ju d g m en t later 
when he opened th e package, tested 
a long, yellow stick of a n ie n te on a 
rock and w ith a revolver proceeded 
to shoot it full of holes w ithout pro­ 
ducing an explosion. T hen he spread 
several pieces of th e explosive on a 
flat rock and ground it as an Indian 
grinds corn. Still no explosion. B ut 
when he put th e crum bs in ro a hole 
th a t had been drilled in a lim estone 
ledge, ad ju sted th e fu lm in atin g cap 
and detonated it a h u n d re d tons of 
rock 
was crum bled 
loose 
which 
would have required twice as m uch 
dynam ite to move. Quite unconcern­ 
edly Mr. M arshall ignited th e end of 
a stick of a n ie n te in a bonfire and 
w atched it b u rn w ith a b rig h t glare 
n o tw ith stan d in g th e sam e q uantity 
had ju st m oved a sm all m ountain. 
A nother test was m ade by exploding 
black gunpow der in which was b u r­ 
ied a stick of ^ m erite and although 
th e pow der b u rn ed w ith a g re at flash 
th e a n ie n te only was sm udged.

shine but this deprivation was re n d ­ 
ered worse by th e thick deposit 
of 
soot upon th e leaves of p lan t life, 
blocking out th eir vital energy; the 
film of dirt, oily in character, choked 
th e b reath in g pores of plants, te n d ­ 
ing to suffocate th e m .’’ N um erous 
p a ten t fuels w ere exhibited, and

one stand solid petroleum briquets 
were shown, m an u factu red front coal 
and crude hydrocarbons by the
